Ijorrimer of Illinois gained his elec­ 
tion by means of bribery may be true 
or it may not be true.

the making of United Sta tes sena tors 
lies within the power of a sm a ll body 
of men, makes the purchase of the 
office in many ca ses possible, 
and 
hence there is a wide spread suspicion 
tha t money is frequently used for this 
purpose. 
T his idea receives support from the 
fa ct tha t some men. have 
obtained 
sea ts in this the hig hest and 
mose 
dignified body of leg isla tors in 
the j 
country, whose principa l recommenda- j 
tion for the office seem ed to be rheir I 
g rea t wealth. 
The sena te is noted for 
being la rg ely a body of m illiona ires, 
and for this and the fact tha t it is 
looked upon as a kind of leg isla tive 
buffer for specia l interests, it ha s been 
ca lled the “ American House of Lords.” 
The only way to cha ng e the character 
of this body is to popularize It by mak­ 
ing its members elective by the peo­ 
ple, the sa m e as those of the lower 
house. 
The direct primary, by 
providing 
for an a dvisory vote of the people to 
som e extent m eets the difficulty. H ad 
tne bill a s orig ina lly introduced Into 
our la st leg isla ture been pa ssed w ith­ 
out a m endm ent it would ha ve m et the 
ca se sa tisfa ctorily. 
The njeaf.ure was 
am ended, how ever, a t the insta nce of 
the m a chine m embers and a sta te-wide 
vote defea ted. 
But it is a slig ht im­ 
provem ent over the old way, as the 
people ha ve just a little to sa y about 
who sha ll be our United Sta tes sena ­ 
tors.
